of insurance. "One resident carried 
no insurance because he lived next 
door to a fire station," declared 
Don Rader, manager of the insur­ 
ance department of Babcoek £ Jones, 
and a .former resident of Oakland. 
"His home and the fire station are 
both in ashes."
